Responding eagerly and willBq(||rf 
to the call to arms in aiding the SUti^- |i 
pression of tyrrany. t|ie "divine right [ ' 
of king." ahM>lutlmn. autocraey. and 
the world-wide horror In which 
"Germany's Madman" has plunged. 
1,553 Bourbon county men of the 
military age, went to the various reg- 
istration booths In the county Tues- 
day, and were recorded as patriots. 

Registration began at seven 
o'clock in the morning, and the offi- 
cials were kept busy until nine 
o'clock at night. The registration 
was very different from the regis- 
tration which takes place annually 
preliminary to a November election. 
In the first place only men between 
the ages of twenty-one and thirty - 
one. Ineluslte. were aeeepted for reg- 
istration. In the second place, tha 
majority of tho.se who registered did 
so with tlie full knowledge of the 
fact that the registration .would be 
the flrat atep toward military ser- 
vice that will probably terminate on 
the battlefields of France. 

There was no attempt anjrwhere 

in the city or county to influence 
young men against obeying the reg- 
istration or the drafting law. On the 
contrary, many ^ mother, sacrificing 
the maternal Inatlnct. ashortad their 
sons to offer thair s etf lt e s to their 
county. 

The registration m both city and 

county exrocdod expectations, and 
it .seemed to be spontaneous and with- 
out murmur or untoward incident 
No one between the specified ages 
was ezamptad from registration. In 
several instances fathers and mothers 
accompanied their sons to the regis- 
tration places, and stood proudly 
though perhaps tearfully by while 
the proeess of regtetratkm was being 
conducted. They gave no outward 
manifestation or sign of fear at the 
thought that the organization of any 
army of democracy might bring be- 
reavement to them. One feature of 
the registration was the refusal of 
the young men to make any answer 
i In f'l" question: " Do you claim ex- 
emption?" They all apparently en- 
tered fully Into the very spirit of the 
law, and were content to leave the 
question of exemption to the future. 
They cnly wanted to go willingly on 
record as being ready to do their 
share, whatever that might be. The 
colored people were there in num- 
bers, and did welL

KERUCKT BEATH RATE 

m iw> wuijmoir. 

During January. February, March 
and April, the death rate in Ken- 
tucky was 14.3 per 1,000 of popula- 
tion, as shown by the report of tho 
Bureau of Vital Statlstlea of the 
State Board of Health just published. 
Deaths for the four months, exclud- 
ing stillbirths, totaled 11,386. 

Tha greater number of deaths, 3,- 
248. was of persons 65 years old and 
over. Deaths of infants under 1 year 
totaled 1,937, and those of children 
from 1 to 5 years totaled 918. 

Pneumonia took the largest toll 
of any disease. 1,«8§ deatha bein? 
charged up to this malady. Tuber- 
culosis claimed the next largest num- 
ber of victims, 1.512. Measles, which 
was epidemic in many part of .the 
State and matarlally Interfered with 
school attendanea, lallowad third 
with 539. 

Among other deaths attributed to 
preventable causes were the follow- 
ing: Ylolanee. 449; whooping eoiigh, 
121: pellagra. 80; diphtheria 93; 
scarlet fever, 1 3 ; nontubercular men- 
ingitis, 178; typhoid fcv.ir, 100; la- 
grippe, 372; smallpox, 2; hydropho- 
bia, 1: malaria, 22; Infaatlla ^andy- 
sia. 11: ayphlNa, Sf4.

Japan mlgbt well be called tbc land 
of lufiuite detail. Perhaps nowbeie ou 
earth may one see detail carried to 
such extremes as In that land, wbert 
every ovallaMo square toot of soli 
must be made to yield eVery pesslhte 
return. Farms of one or two scree 
producing six, eight, ten or a dozen 
different crops are common sights, the 
soil belllg tetmzed and bandied in 
such a manner as to hdni^ xoMilts In 
every month of the year. 

One peasant who obtained some over- 
flowed land turned what in this coun- 
try would be waste ground to profit. 
Oonyertiiig the. aarshy overflow into 
poaii^ he bred end raised snapping 
turtlee, which in Japan are considered 
as much of a deUcacy as diamond back 
terrapin here. The farm now produces 
tens of thousands of the snapping tur- 
tles annually, these bshig shipped to 
Tokyo and Yokohama ■artrafB hy the 
ton. 

Japan has also a pearl oyster fann. 
In the bay of Argo there has been es- 
tablished a plantation fTem whIA a 
harvcet is obtained. 

In May or June staoss weighhMr 
from six to eight pounds srs sunk in 
shallow water, snd in August the tiny 
shells begin to appear on them. The 
stones remain for two months, but 
since tbe young oysters cannot endure 
cold in Noveaaber all rocks in Isss than 
five tft/t of water are moved farther 
out, where the temperature is more 
even. At the end of three years, when 
the shells are about two inches across, 
they are talcen from tbe water, nuclei 
for pearls iiisiiled ha than and re- 
placed In the water, thirty of theai to 
every six square feet of bottom. 

There they are left for four years. 
Then, being seven and a half years 
old, they are removed and 
for pearls.— Washington 8tsr.
